The Northwest can boast of an 
industry such | 
where in Ameriea—that of the 
growth and manufacture of chicks 
ory. Cte, de Roflignac, who is 
manager of the Rollandrac farm at 
Whitewood, tried the experiment 

of growing chickory, and he was so 
pleased With the result that he 

‘ided to yo extens sively into the 
dustry, not only of growing the 
article, but of manutacturing it for 
the home market. The count has 
been in the city for several days 
introducing his goods to Winnipeg 
dealers and consumers. He says 
that the chickory grown here is 
superior to that which is) imported 
trom Germany, Holland and France, 
as it has amuch swe ter and finer 
favor, The plant thrives well and 
is very prolitic in this country, 
Last summer, In spite of the ex- 
vessive drought, there was a yield 
of 125 bushels per acre on the 
Rollandrac farm; and in an ordinary 
year 250 bushels ean be depornded 
on. The chiekery sells for thirty 
cents a bushel, which would yield 
a revenue to the planter of $75 per 
acre In au average year, Count de 
Rotlignae built a factory at White- 
wood last year and equipped it with 
the most improved French ma- 
chinery for the manufacture of 
chickory. He made up a large 
quantity of the commodity and 
sold it for two ec nts per pound 
more than the imported chickory 
was Worth. The Count is now imn- 
porting green coffee beans which 
he manufactures with a 
his ehickory. The ccffee thus 
prepared is now being used in some 
of the leading Winnipeg hotels and 
restaurants and is pronounced to be 
par excellence. Two wholesale

The will of the late Mrs. Rebecca Will- 
ing, widow of Dr. Charles Willing, and 
who was buried from her residence, near 
Jenkintown, recently, provides many 
charitable bequests. 

Conspicuous amoug the number is that 
to the “Young American dumane 
union,” to which she gives her house, 
@16 Spruce street, in “Portico row,” for 
the maintenance of a reading room. 

Mrs. Willing was the daughter of Hon, 
J. L. Tillinghast, of Rhode [stind, and 


at the time of her marriage was consid- | 


ered one of the most beaatiful women 
and one of the greatest belles of socicty 
in the eastern part of the United States. 
Endowed with great wealth and occu- 
ing high social position, she devoted 
If to works of philanthropy. She 
founded, among other institutions, the 
Gret day nursery in Philadelphia. if not 
in the country. Bat she had a special 
life work, & favorite theory and a pecu- 
lar form of benevolence. She did not 
balieve that kindness was limited to the 
human tace, init should be extended to 
the dumb creatures of the field and the 
domestic pets of the hearthstone. Her 
theory was preventive rather than re- 
parative. Instead of founding animal 
@ylumns, or hospitals, she believed in 
efacating the masses from the tendérest 
age of childhood in humane principles, 
-e@cd was largely instrumental in inducing 
the board of public education to con- 
fine the teaching of kindness to the 
brute creation, as part of the course of 
echool instruction, and to supply, with 
the smallest possible encroachment upon 
time, and without ex pense to the schools, 
the simple system of humane education, 
which has been already accepted by 
@eachers and directors in many sections, 
comprising great numbers of schools. 
Ib this work she was the pioneer in this 
oyuntry. 

Encouraged by the principal and the 
directors of the Locust street schools, in 
1874 she formed a society among the 
boysof the Grammar school, with the 
watchwords, “Reverence, Kindness, 

‘ Courage,” and with the purpose of culti- 
wating among themselves habits of kind- 
eas, as well as protecting from cruelty 
whatever needed their care, It was 
ealled the ‘Boys’ Society for the Protec- 
tion of Animals,” and held oceasional 
school meetings, under the guidance of 
the principal, who was president of the 
branch in his own school. 

There was recitation or reading of hu- 
mano literature such as Lonyfellow's 
pocm, The Alarm: Bell of Atri;” the 
Danner, the color of which represented 
taat branch,was hung up, new members 
were enrolled by the presentation of a 
Radjre, there was a short address, and 
books, papers and cards were distributed 
for home reading. This simple organi- 
mation gradually eatended with the sanc- 
@on oF teachers and directors and the 
@renucus efforts of Mrs. Willing to 
@vven boys’ grammar echoola, carrying 
brumane literature to thousands of homes. 
A reading room was provided where 
@any excellent books and magazines 
Coukl Le enjoyed in the intervals of 
@thool hours and on holidays, and the 
“Boys S. P. A.” became a source of in- 
derest and enjoyment as well as an influ- 
@ace for good, 

About the eame time the Band of Mer- 
CF movement was organized in England, 
and during the next eighteen months 
fapidly extended. In the meantime Hon, 
Ucorge T. Angell and Rev, Thomas 'Tiu- 
mins introduced the English Band of 
Mercy into the schools and homes of. 
New England, and the Boys’ society, 
founded in Philadelphia by Mrs, Willing, 
followed their action by establishing one 
in this city, which within three vears 
had reached a membership of 8.000, 
gathered by theirown efforts and those

“Do you mean cold air or coll water? 

“Why, cold water, of course; Tonever 
heard of such a thing as acoid air bath,” 

“Cold air baths are excellent, never: 
theless, and [strongly recommend them 
as a tonic for persons who are not strong 
enough to indulge in cold water. In 
taking one the bather should open a bed- 
room window wide—upon cising in the 
morning i4 the proper time—and stand 
in the cold air perfectly nude, mean: 
while rubbing the limbs and body vizor- 
ously with a dry towel. There is no 
danger of catching cold, even when the 


therinometer is down to zero outside, | 


forthe reason that the sensitive pores 
of the skin contract under the exposure 
80 as to nake it a first rate protection, 

“As for cold water baths, | deem them 
excellent for people of abundant vitality, 
but the trouble is that very many who 
take them are not strong enough to en- 
dure their effects, Nobody who is in 
the least delicate should ever touch cold 
water for bathing purposes. In the case 
of a robust individual, the blood driven 
from the surface of the body by eold 
water comes quickly rushing back again 
under the ministrations of a brisk rub 
and a delightful glow ts felt. But a 
weakly person, whose vital organs are 
not sufficiently vigorous to send the 
blood swiftly back to the superticial 
blood vessels, fails to experience the 
health betokening ‘reaction’ and is very 
apt to feel a faintness instead How- 
ever, there are mild ways of taking cold 
water baths which do very well in win- 
ter, as well as in summer, for those who 
are only moderately vigorots, * 

“Such as what, doctor?” 

The mildest process is simply to dip 
atowel in cold water and wet only one 
portion of the body at a time, taking the 
parts successively — first an arm, then a 
leg, and s0 on until the ablation is com- 
pleted, each part being rubbed dry be- 
fore the next is moistened. Inthis way 
shock is avoided, bor a reasonably 
strony person the best plan is to use a 
towel sopped in cold water ia the ordi: 
nary fashion, with @ thorough rubbing, 
of course, to follow, But do not indulge 
in any of this nonsense in the Way of 
harsh towels. and @esh brushes, which 
merely serve to get up a local irritation; 
soft towels are muuch better to rub with. 
A gentler metbod of cold bathing than 
the plunge, aml a very good one, is to 
stand wpin the tub and squeeze a sponge 
over your head; a disadvantage of this 
plan is that it is rather too shivery to be 
comfortable, The kind of bath J usu- 
ally advise, unless the patient is weakly, | 
consists im going over the entire body, , 
after getty up each morning, with a! 
towel wrupg cut in cold water as quickly 
as powible, the dry rub following. In 
rubbing after a bath theattention should 
be given almost wholly to the limbs; the 
body circulation is active enough to take | 
care of itself,” 

“Blow about bot baths?” 

“Hot baths should not be too hot, and 
they should not be stayed in long, else 
the effect will be to partially paralyze the 
little blood vessels that form a network | 
all over the body beneath the skin, thus 
disordering the circulation, You can 
see Chis etfoct for yourself by observing 
how quiekiy the fingers become wrinkled 
at the extremities when held in hot 
water, the blood leaving the surface, 
The best time to take warm baths is at 
Hight, thd two week are plenty for the 
purpose of cleanliness.

Anumber of instruments called hygro- 
scopes have been made for the purpow of in- 
dicating the condition of the air as regards 
moisture, They tell simply whether the air 
is mory or less moist, without indicating the 
quantity of moisture it contains, A great 
number of animal and vezetable substances, 
such as paper, parchment, hair, catgut, etec., 
lengthen as the air becomes moist, but con- 
tract as it becomes dry, and these are em- 
ployed in the construction of hy groscopes 

One of the commonest of these instruments 
is represented at Fig. 2 It consists of a 
small flgure representing a monk fixed on a 
support; the head is provided with a cowl of 
thin cardboard, movable about the point, 
where it isattached to the end of a small piece 
of twisted catrut. The otherend of this is 
fixed in a tubulure, as seen in the section, 
The catgut twisting as it becemes dry, and 
untwisting as it is moist, moges the cowl, 
which is carefully arran sed so-ghat the head 
is covered when the atmosphere is moist and 
uncovered when it is dry.
